FRENCH ASSEMBLY GIVES. 
MENDES-FRANCE VOTE OF 
CONFIDENCE ON GERMANY 


PREMIER WINS 
BY WIDE MARGIN 
IN BALLOTING ON 
REIGH REARMING 


350 for, 113 Against Mo- 
tion — Many Speakers 
Urge Tightening Lon- 
don Plan to Control 
Bonn Forces. 


PARIS, Oct. 12 (AP) — The 
French National Assembly today 
gave Premier Mendes-France a 
resounding vote ‘of confidence, 
indorsing the London accords 
for West German rearmament, 

Official results gave the 
Premier 350 votes against 113 
opposed. An absolute majority 
is 314, Of the opposition yotes, 
as expected, 99 came from the 
Communists. Abstentions, most- 
ly by deputies of the Popular 
Republican Movement, totaled 
152. 

The vote reversed the posi- 
tion of the Assembly which, on 
Aug. 30, killed the European 
Defense Community plan to re- 
arm Germany as a member of 
a continental defense force. 
The vote then.was 319 to 264 
against EDC. 

Members of the Premier's 
own Radical-Socialist (moderate) 
party, various center and right 
of center groups, followers of 
Gen. Charles. de Gaulle and 
most of the French Socialists 
made up the majority backing 
Mendes-France. 

Proposal Supported. 

With its vote the assembly 
indorsed the principles of the 
nine*nation London plan te 
bring West Germany into an 
expanded Brussels treaty and 
into the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. The Brussels 
treaty, signed in 1948, includes 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands. and.

MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (UP)—The 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China were aligned t under 
a new agreement of “mutual un- 
derstanding” seen in Moscow as 
the answer to the West’s South- 
east Asia defense treaty. 

The agreement, annoynced in 
Peiping yesterday, calls for con- 
sultation between the two Com- 
munist states in “every case” of 
mutual interest. 

A “complete unity of views” 
by Russia and China on the in- 
ternational situation was report- 
ed in a joint Communique. The 
3000-word declaration went on 
to condemn United States influ- 
ence in Formosa as well as the 
Southeast Asian defense treaty. 

Suggests Confeernce. 

The joint communique sug- 
gested a new international confer- 
ence on Korea's future and an- 
nounced Soviet withdrawal from 
Port Arthur, the valuable Man- 
churian port west. of Japan. 
Port Arthur has been under for- 
eign occupation for almost a 
half-century. 

Russia and China extended to 
Japan a joint invitation offering 
to normalize relations and de- 
velop “extensive trade.” 

The agreement consisted of 
eight declarations and commu- 
niques. It covered closer physi- 
cal ties th scientific, tech- 
nical and industrial aid from 
Russia and a new rail link.

It 
is intended to replace Hadley 
Technical High School, which 
will be converted to an all- 
purpose high school. 

School Building Commissioner 
V. Harry Rhodes, whose depart- 
ment was criticized by the sur- 
vey team, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday he had not 
read the report and had ao com- 
ment on it. 

Rhodes, who is in Los Angeles 
attending a convention of school 
officials, said he co-operated 
with experts sent here by the 
Kearney firm for a six-month 
study of non-instructional oper- 


ations. * 
Opposed Frills. 


Hickey said the department also 
had opposed the practice of in- 
corporating architectural “frills” 
in new school buildings. The re- 
port found that “expensive dec- 
orative treatment” at some new 
schools was another factor lead- 
ing to increased costs. 

Specifically, Hickey said he 
questioned added “architectural 
motifs and embellishments” at 
the new Busch and Nottingham 
elementary schools. 

The high cost of building, to- 
gether with increased space re- 
quirements, a shifting popula- 
tion and “obsolesnece of present 
facilities,” the Kearney report 
said, “preclude monumental ar- 
chitectural concepts.” 

“It was a waste of taxpayers’ 
money to build a building such 
as the new vocational high 
school,” the report declared. 

Discussing the survey report 
in general, Hickey said he 
thought it “worthy of extremely 
careful consideration.” He said 
he plans a full study of the re- 
port’s recommendations where 
they affect the instruction de- 
partment. 

Postponement Recommended. 

The School Board’s planning 
committee recommended yester- 
day that construction of two pro- 
posed schools be postponed until 
money is assured to equip 
schools now under construction. 

The action was taken as a re- 
sult of recent disclosure that the 
1951 school bond issue Jacked 
about $900,000 needed to com- 
plete the program originally 
pianned. 

The committee also suggested 
that Superintendent Hickey ad- 
vise the board on which projects 
the remaining bond issue funds 
should be used. Approximately 
$1,300,000 will remain after 
schools presently under con- 
struction are equipped, it was 
estimated.

SPACE DOWNTOWN 
UNDER STUDY 


Dallas Real Estate Man 
Calls Present 96 Pct. 
Occupancy ‘Very Un- 
healthy.’ 


The need for additional office 
space in the downtown section 
was one of the problems taken 
up today by members of the 
Urban Land Institute in their 
study of the city’s requirements 
for growth. 

“The extremely low vacancy 
rate in downtown office build- 
ings here constitutes a very un- 
healthy condition,” Henry S. 
Miller, Dallas real estate man 


remarked on being informed 
that the present occupancy rate 
is 96 per cent. 


“A merchant with no goods to 
sell can’t expect to do business,” 
he declared. “You need more 
than 3 or 4 per cent vacancy to 
attract new business into down- 
town St. Louis.” 

There is 3,000,000 square, feet 
of office space downtown but 
only 115,000 square feet, scat- 
tered in small amounts through 
18 buildings, is vacant, Isaac F. 
Cook Jr., president of the St. 
Louis Real Estate Board, re- 
ported yesterday. 

Real estate experts consider 
a 90-per cent occupancy rate 
ideal for a city’s downtown dis- 
trict. In 1929 the rate here was 
89 per cent. Then came the 
depression, and 600,000 square 
feet was vacated in the period 
from 1930 to 1932. Contraction 
continued until a low point of 
65 per cent occupancy was 
reached in June of 1936. 

Things began to pick up in 
1941 under impetus of the war; 
750,000 square -feet was ab- 
sorbed from 1941 to 1946, and 
in October of 1946 the occu- 
pancy rate was 99.44 per cent. 
It remained around 99 per cent 
for the next two or three years. 

From 1946 to 1954, Cook re- 
ported, the Government vacated 
about 150,000 square feet of 
space, and an additional shrink- 
age of 500,000 feet was caused 
by decentralization. But most of 
the space thus vacated was 
rented to old tenants who were 
expanding and to new tenants.

NOT TO RELAKE 


Former Under ect 
Doesn’t Think World 
Tensions Will Ease 
for 3 Years. 


~~ _——_____» 


There appears to be little 
Prospect of marked easing of 
world tensions within the next 
two or three years, former 
Under Secretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith said yesterday in 


a press conference at McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. here. 


“That’s one of the things you 
hope for, but do not expect,” 
Smith said. “One thing will 
affect it, of course. Within the 
next two years the free world 
will be stronger collectively, as 
nations rather than in a military 
sense. As we grow noticeably 
stronger there should be some 
easing of tension.” 


Asked whether he agreed with 
a recent comment by Madame 
Pandit of India, former presi- 
cent of the general assembly of 
the United Nations, that there 
had been visible improvement in 
Russia's attitude lately, Smith 
replied: 


“I guess my old eyes are still 
a little obscure. I haven't seen 
any change since the shooting 
down of that last plane. 

Sees No Reason to Relax. 


“I'm afraid I'm, a little skepti- 
cal about sudden changes in 
Russia, after three years in Mos- 
cow. I see no reason for us to 
relax. Tensions are easing in 
some places in the world, but 
they are being balanced by in- 
creased tensions elsewhere.” 


A retired Army general, Smith 
is a former Ambassador to Rus- 
sia. He also represented the 
United States at many diplomatic 
confererences, including the one 
at Geneva last July when France 
and the Communists were work- 
ing out a cease-fire agreement 
in Indochina. 

His visit to St. Louis was for 
a conference with J. S. McDon- 
nell Jr., president of the aircraft 
firm, on plans for the observance 
of United Nations day in Mis- 
souri on Oct. 24. He was accom- 
panied by John N. Fox of New 
York, president of the Minute 
Maid Corp., who is national vice 
chairman of the United States 
Committee for the United Na- 
tions. McDonnell is regional 
vice chajrman of the committee. 


Smith addressed a luncheon of 
business and civic leaders at the 
Noonday Club, .speaking on the 
importance of the United’ Na- 
tions to the United States.

“The United Nationg furnishes 
a valuable forum where the 
views of the two major segments 
of the world can be discussed. 
On the basis of these discussions 
these views can be assessed and 
weighed by thinking people 
throughout the entire world. 

“Some great apprehensions 
have been expressed about the 
future of the United Nations. 
Many people contend it is con- 
trolled by Russia. This is not 
true, of course. “Russia has 
stultified the ptirposes of the 
U.N. security council through 
exercise of its veto, of course, 
but it does not contro] the U.N. 

“The U.N. has made other val- 
uable contributions. Under the 
aegis of its foreign policy com- 
mittee, for example, it has taken 
an interest in the formation of 
such groups as the North At- 


lantic Treaty anization and 
the more récent Southeast Asia 
group. 


“The feeling against the Unit- 
ed Nations in some parts of the 
United States is basically an un- 
informed reaction. Only through ; 
meetings such as this can the 
U.N. build the support it needs 
in the United States.”

BUFFALO, N.Y., Oct. 12 (AP) 
—The Public Health Cancer As- 
sociation voted yesterday to ad- 


vise the public to stop smoking 
cigarettes in order to reduce the 
incidence of lung cancer. 


The resolution said there was 
now sufficient evidence of a re- 
lationship between smoking ci- 
gareties and lung cancer. 

It urged American youth to 
“ponder well the question of 
whether the risk involved (in 
cigarette smoking) is worth the 
pleasure gained.” 

The resolution, offered by Dr. 
Morton L, Levin, assistant New 
York state health commissioner, 
was passed by a 13-3 vote. 

Dr. Levin said 24 of those 
present did not vote, but many 
of them were not members of 
the association. He said t, to 
his knowledge, the iation 
was the first public cancer group 
to specifically advise the public 
against smoking cigarettes. The 
association is composed princi- 
pally of public health officers 
and professional persons work- 
ing to combat cancer,

to canvas he stirred up the stove. 

A roar from the squat heater 
shattered the artistic setting. 
The lid shot into the air. The 
door blew open. Soot and black 
smoke billowed over the room. 
Red hot embers poured on the 
carpet, and the Duchess, sitting 
three feet away, showed symp- 
toms of fright. But no one was 
injured. 

“The studio does not warm up 
very quickly,” he painter said. 
“The Queen will have to sit near 
the stove to keep warm. I shall 
have to have it fixed.”

NEW YORK, Oct.’ 12 (AP)— 
Atter a dozen ‘years of spectacu- 
lar growth, consumption of mar- 
garine in this country continues 
to climb, But the industry sees 
signs that the pace is slowing. 

By this time, however, the 
vegetable oil spread has become 
an established part of the Amer- 
ican diet. Since the beginning 
of World War II, consumption 
has climbed nearly a _ billion 
pounds — from 363,000,000 
pounds a year in 1941 to 1,292,- 
000,000 last year. 

Production in 1953 set a new 
record, but the increase was 
the smallest in four years. It’s 
still going up, however; the Na- 
tional Association of Margarine 
Manufacturers says output this 
year is running 6 per cent ahead 
of 1953. 

S. F. Riepma, president of the 
association, estimates that per 
capita consumption of the 
cheaper table spread will reach 
about eight pounds this year. 
Per capita consumption of but- 
ter, he says, is expected to be 
approximately nine pounds. 

According to Riepma, margar- 
ine contributes about one-sixth 
of the food-fat calories and 
about one-half of the food-fat 
vitamin A to the national diet. 
It contributes $120,000,000 year- 
ly to farmers’ cash income, he 
edds, by using about a billion 
pounds of vegetable oils and 
“15,000,000 pounds of skim

HE Moscow announcement

China is an event of great significance. Among other things, 
it hints-at the existerice of strains in Moscow-Peiping relations 


and efforts to ease them. 


Since the Russians are notoriously unwilling to.get out of 
any place once they have a foot in the door, the announcement 
that they are leaving Port Arthur by next June can only be viewed 
with suspicion. Perhaps the Red Chinese politely insisted on the 


departure. 

But there was compensation 
for this, from the Soviet point 
of view. The communique an- 
nounced that a railway will be 
constructed from Alma Ata, cap- 
ital of Soviet Kazakhstan near 
the China frontier, through re- 
mote Sinkiang to Ulan Bator, 
the capital of Outer Mongolia. 
(See Pages 2 and 5, Post-Dispatch 
Atlas section of Sept. 12.) 

Both Sinkiang and Mongolia 
appear to have figured largely 
in strains between Moscow and 
Peiping. It seemed highly sig- 
nificant that Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai, on his way home 
from the Geneva conference, 
chose to stop off at Ulan Bator. 

Chinese Territory. 

Outer Mongolia orice was Chi- 
nese territory. Russians infil- 
trated it for many years under 
both czars and co . Th 
Soviets caused it to secede from 
Chinese rule. First Nationalist 
and then Red China were forced 
to recognize the permanent sepa- 
ration of Outer Mongolia from 
China. But the Chinese never 
lost interest in the area, now 
designated a “people's republic” | 
by the Russians 

It is also likely the Chinese 
are not overly happy about 
~~gdual Soviet domination in 
’ hina’s Sinkiang province, which 
the Russians have been draining 
economically for some time. It 
is a rich area, twice the size of 
Texas, with many natural re- 
gources, including uranium. 

The Russians apparently want 
to continue exploiting both those 
rich areas. To placate the Chi- 
nese they agree (1) “to get out 
of Port Arthur, (2) to increase 
the number of heavy industrial 
projects they are helping the 
Chinese to build from 141 to 
156 and (3) to extend a long- 
term credit of $130,000,000. 

The Soviet Union also will 
transfer its share in joint 
Russian-Chinese companies to 
Peiping, but this is no giveaway, 
any more than the economic 
help is. Both are paid for by 
what the communique calls 
“items of usual export” from 
China. That means more export 
of what the Chinese can least 
afford—food. 

Russians, both under the czars 
and under Communists, long 
have had territorial ambitions 
in China, and also for a long 
time have eyed longingly the 
warm water ports of Port Arthur 
and Dairen. 

Special Rights. 
Just two years ago the Rus- 


could stay on indefinitely in 
Port Arthur, which they were 
supposed to quit then wnder 
their 1950 treaty with Red 
China. They first got their feet 
in the door after World War II 
under the Yalta agreement giv- 
ing the Russians special rights 
in the ports. 


In 1950 Mao Tse-tung jour- 
neyed to Moscow and stayed two 
months while negotiating the 
treaty. There was some hard 
bargaining, in the course of 
which the Russians promised to 
get out of Port Arthur by the 
end of 1952. But in September 
1952, the Russians negotiated a 
new agreement instead, permit- 
ting them to stay on until Japan 
signed a peace treaty with the 


of Japanese aggression. 


mention of Dairen. Apparently 
the Russians will stay on there 
indefinitely. 

This time in Peiping, as four 
years ago in Moscow, there seems 

to have been more very hard 
bars: . Ostensibly to cele- 
brate the fifth anniversary of the 
Chinese Communist rule, Moscow 
sent a large and important dele- 
gation headed by the: shrewd 
chief of the Soviet Communist 
party, N. S. Khrushchev. The 
real reason for their journey now 
comes out, and the reason for the 
Port Arthur deal seems to be to 
convince the Chinese that in the 
long run Soviet intentions are 
honorable. 

The new treaty shows that the 
Moscow-Peiping axis still is in 
working order, because it is to 
the benefit of both sides. But in 
the background are the words 
spoken there in a speech by Pre- 
mier Chou En-Lai, bringing home 
to his distinguished Soviet i 
ors that Red China sets gre 
store by its territorial integrity 
and sovereignty. For the benefit 
of the visitors, he repeated many 
of the things he said when he 
was touring South and Southeast 
Asia after Geneva, spreading the 
doctrine of “Asia for the Asians” 
and indicating he did not exactly 
consider Muscovites as Asians. 

The new treaty shows that 
things are still pretty much of a 
matter of hard and watchful bar- 
gaining between the two big 
Communist allies.

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Steals That Kicked Back 


There are times when only the integrity of 
the Judges of a State Supreme Court stands be- 
tween the people of a state and some bare-faced 
partisan steal by unscrupulous politicians. The 
attempted raid on the electoral process that has 
just béen defeated in Nevada recalls the role of 
the Missouri Supreme Court 13 years ago in de- 
feating the Democratic “governorship steal” 
trickery after the election of Republican Forrest 
C. Donnell in 1940. 


Democratic bosses in Missouri were so deter- 
mined to take over the governorship in 1941 
that they brazenly kept the legally elected execu- 
tive, Mr. Donnell, out of his office for 38 days. 
They tried one stratagem after another, but in 
the end were completely scotched by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. . 

The stealers counted on the fact that the high 


bench consisted of seven Democrats to. help. 


them out. It was a vain hope, The seven Demo- 


cratic judges decided unanimously against the — 


Democratic bosses. 


James M. Douglas of St. Louis, then on the 
State Supreme Court, wrote the decision in 


which he said: “In our Government the origin 


of all political power is vested in and derived 
from the people; it is a Government of laws and 
not of men.” Joining with him were six other 
Democrats—Judges Gantt, Tipton, Hays, Clark, 
Ellison and Leedy. Public morality took prece- 
dence over party affiliation. 


The Republican fiasco in Nevada provides 
a parallel with the parties reversed. After Demo- 
cratic Senator Pat McCarran's death, the Re- 
publican Governor, Charles H, Russell, appointed 
a Republican, Ernest S. Brown, to the vacancy. 
In the hope of keeping a Republican in the seat 
for the next two years by appointment, Gov. 
Russell and the G.O.P. leaders set out to block 
a special election coincident with the Nov. 2 
congressional and state election. 


Nevada Democrats, demanding an election, 
took the issue to the courts. When they lost the 
first round by a District Judge’s ruling, they im- 
mediately appealed to the State Supreme Court. 
With two Republicans and only one Democrat on 
the State Supreme Court, the -Republicans pre- 
sumably enjoyed an advantage. 


But party affiliation cut no ice. The three— 
Chief Justice Eather and Justices Merrill and 
Badt—were both unanimous and prompt. They 
relied on the Seventeenth dment and 
quoted its words that “the ce of United 
States Senator shall be fil by the election 
of the people” subject onjy to temporary appoint- 
ments good until the election. 


Concerning the rec¥lessly partisan stand taken 
by the Republican Governor, the Nevada Su- 
preme Court said: “We can conceive of no more 
direct opposition to the clear intent of the 
Constitution.” 


This makes it the more imperative that the 
role of “the White House” in the Nevada blunder 
be brought out into the open. For The New 
York Times quotes Gov. Russell as explaining 
that “White House spokesmen, including Vice 
President Nixon, had urged him to appoint a 
Republican for the unexpired term and to wage 
an all-out legal battle for that right, in order to 
give Nevada two Republican Senators.” 

If that is Mr. Nixon's idea of fair play in 
politics it betrays a partisanship that knows lit- 
tle if any bounds. The lesson for the independ- 
ent voter is clear: He cannot trust implicitly 
any political party or those who wear its label. 
He will need to bevon guard for his own best 
interests as the Democratic fiasco in Missouri 
in 1941 and the Republican fiasco in Nevada in 
1954 make only too plain!

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- Calling the Turn in Coffee 
Thanks largely to.the dogged determination 
of Congresswoman Sullivan of Missouri and 
Senator Gillette of Iowa, the New York Coffee 


and Sugar Exchange is being called to taw for 


the inflation in coffee prices. The Federal Trade 
Commission charges the exchange, four of its 
officers, gight of its member firms and the New 
York Coffee and Sugar Clearing Association, 
Inc, with engaging in illegal trade practices. 

For months the country had heard repeated 
protestations that eoffee at $1-plus a pound was 
the result solely of weather-damaged supply and 
increased demand. Then the FTC after months 
of investigation blew that alibi out of the water.

To Gov. Donnelly's request for federal action

The answer is, in short, that the President ex- 
pects “further” economic improvement in the 
months to come, and that his Administration 


will “continue” to follow policies which 
stimulate economic growth and create job 
opportunities. 


Missouri and every other state will hope that 
the President's sanguine outlook is justified. 
The hope would be stronger if his assurances 
were expressed in rather more specific terms. 
‘For example, unemployment today would be 
much worse than it is were it not for a high 
level of activity in heavy construction. Cot- 
sistently this summer and early fall, the volume 
of heavy construction has exceeded that of a 
year ago while manufacturing and transporta- 
tion have generally lagged behind 1953 levels. 


For the “further” economic improvement which, 


the President promises, sustained activity in 
heavy construction is essential. 

Yet only a few days ago the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, meeting in St. 
Louis, warned that the volume of Government 
expenditures for heavy civil works is rapidly 
going down. Heavy work awards for the first 
seven months of 1954 were 30 per cent below 
those for 1953, said the contractors, and virtua)- 
ly no new starts of major projects are now being 
made. 

The association urged that appropriations be 
made to assure an adequate number of new 
starts on major public works next year and in 
succeeding years. If this is not done, it warned, 
the industry may be unable to expand rapidly 
in case of future need. 

Here is a specific field of action where the 
Administration's intentions can be tested. The 
Administration has backed an expanded highway 
program for future years, but does it.agree with 
the contractors that greater public works expen- 
ditures are needed immediately?

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The Red Flag Goes Up in Hanoi 


The gold-starred red flag of the Vietminh has 
replaced the tricolor of France which had flown 
over Hanoi, Indochina’s largest city, for most of 
71 years. Under Geneva armistice terms, the 
defeated French troops have marched out and 
the victorious Communist troops have marched in. 

It was in 1948 that the post-war tide of Com- 
munism ran full with Prague being dragged be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Just six months later 
the red tide began to surge through Asia. The 
corrupt Chiang Kai-shek and his inept generals 
drove their bewildered pings—as Chinese sol- 
diers are called—up against the tough pings of 
shrewd Mao Tse-tung and his fanatical generals. 
Mukden fell—Peiping, Nanking and finally 
Shanghai in early 1949. The Korean War broke 
and held the spotlight for three years, It ended 

and a year ago the seven-year war that had been 
dragging along in Indochina was inténsified. 
Dien Bien Phu marked the collapse of the. 
French and their Viet Namese allies. 

Now Hanoi, once a bright jewel in the French 
colonial empire, is behind the Bamboo Curtain 
and Haiphong, the second largest city in Indo- 
china, must be handed over to the Vietminh 
this January. The third largest city in Indochina 
is Saigon, capital of the State of Southern Viet- 
nam, and already the Vietminh have their eyes 
upon it. The government and the defensive 
forces of. Southern Viet Nam are, to say the 
least, very shaky. The puppet emperor, Bao Dai, 
who sat out the war on the Riviera, continues to 
thrive from his profits on gambling and prosti- 
tution in Southern Viet Nam, apparently indiffer- 
ent to the Red menace. How long will it be 
before Saigon goes the way of Hanoi? 
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In Three States

lumbus. 

After another hundred years, the 
World’s Fair in Chicago gloriously 
marked the quadricentennial of the im- 
portant discovery. ‘The annual recog- 
nition of Columbus day, established in 
1909 in the state of New York, is now 
listed as a holiday in 40 of our states. 
Indiana and North Dakota designate 
it as Discovery day, while Wisconsin 
realistically calls it Landing day.

A survey of the map shows that the 
name of Columbus occurs widely. To- 
gether with its derivative, Columbia, it 
runs a close parallel with Washington 
as a place name. Besides the state of 
Washington and the District of Colum- 
bia, nearly a hundred of each appella- 
tion mark cities, towns, villages, post- 
offices, townships, counties, lakes, rivers 
and creeks. 


The name of the Great Discoverer 
has been given to a university and a 
religious fraternal organization; to seats 
of learning of the states of Missouri 
and South Carolina; to a radio. broad- 
casting system and a World's Fair; to 
barracks. and hospital; to parks and 
streets; and to commercial products as 
diverse as shock absorbers and rum. 
All these in addition to usual memorials 
of 7 stamps, statues and monu- 
ments. 


Two places, however, bearing the 
name of Columbus were frankly desig- 
nated with political intent. The Quaker 


John Wright had settled in Lancaster, - 


Pa., in 1726 and established a ferry 
across the Susquehanna river. More 
than 60 years later, when Congress was 
considering this location for the seat 
of the national government, the name 
of Wright’s Ferry was changed to Co- 
lumbia as having greater appeal for 
the matter at hand. Now that lively 
competition, which came very close to 
making the town our capital city, is as 


‘much forgotten as the vigorous cam- 


paigns of men who might have bee 
elected President. 


Iron Banks That Was

name of Columbus as a bid for the na- 
tional capital.

Among the earliest records of the 
town are found the plans that engi- 
neers laid out for the city that might 
become the national capital, For an 
additional incentive to such an honor, 
the name of Iron Banks was changed 
to Columbus. Although the town did 
not realize its ambitions, the new name 
remained. It was from this bluff that 
during the Civil War Gen, Leonidas 
Polk caused a mile-long chain, each link 
weighing 15 pounds, to be stretched 
across the Mississippi in an attempt to 
prevent Union gunboats from moving 
farther south. 


It will be recalled that military his- 
tory was made at another town by the 
name of Columbus, when in 1916 Gen. 
Pershing set out from the border town 
in New Mexico to punish the raids of 
the Mexican Pancho Villa. 


One of Ten Thousand 


As early as 1786, when South Car- 
olina planned a more centrally located 
capital than Charleston, it gave the 
new site the name of Columbia. In 
1812 the Legislature of Ohio adopted 
the name of Columbus for its new cap- 
ital. In a spirit of enthusiastic admira- 
tion for the Great Discoverer, Ohioans 
may point to Columbus Grove in Put- 
nam county; Columbia Park in Hamil- 
ton; Columbia in Stark county, and 
another Columbia in Williams, not to 
mention Columbia Stations scattered 
variously around the state; Columbia 
Center; Columbia Heights; Columbia 
Hill Corners and Columbiana in Colum- 
biana county. 


In a lesser spurt of zeal, Alabama 
comes up only with Columbus; Colum- 
bus City; Columbia, and Columbiana. 
Texas has found room for a town named 
Columbus, which displays in civic pride 
a rusty anchor, relic of the old river 
steamboat that carried cotton to Galves- 
ton. In Wisconsin is the town of Colum- 
bus in the rugged county of Columbia. 
That state calls one, of its numerous 
lakes Columbus. Minnesota, the state 
that ts “10,000 lakes” on auto li- 
cense plates as its people drive around 
the nation, has labeled one. of the 10, 
000 “Columbus Lake.” 


Not the.National Anthem 


Wyoming bas Columbus creek. Ore- 
gon has Columbus gorge; Montana, 
Columbus marsh and Columbus valley. 
In Columbia bay, Alaska has its Co- 
lumbia glacier, named by the Harriman 
expedition when the first scientific de- 
scription was given to this “grandfather 
of glaciers,” which had been a marvel 
to explorers since 1794. The state of 
Washington has its giant Douglas fir 
named Columbus tree, which even back 
in 1492 was large with a 250-year 
growth. Washington also possesses Co- 
lumbia City and Columbia plateau, suf- 
ficiently extensive to be shared with 
Oregon and Idaho. 


And then there {is Columbia river! 


. But only indirectly can that turbulent 


boundary lay claim to the great sailor’s 
name, for it was named to honor a 
ship, when Capt. Gray of “The Colum- 
bia” spied the huge stream. If his ship 
had borne a cognomen like “The Sa- 

Cow,” one can only surmise what 
the river would have been called!

“The late nineteenth century crashed 
into the deserts and jungles of a Stone 
Age Continent. White men of the new 
machine age came face to face with 
black men still naked, or wearing skins 
and carrying spears. And the white men; 
inevitably, brought ideas ag well as 
guns and rock drills. Inside Africans’ 
skulls those ideas are now explodin 
with far greater force than a deep-lev 
mine rock burst. . . . The African Ne 
gro who has emerged from the tribag 
life does not want to go back to it... .

the few. Yet the whites fiercely insist 
on a status quo of superiority-inferiori« 
ty, a relationship which even now can 
not be maintained without violence. 


In South Africa, the Boer nationalist 
government of Dr. Malan has adopted 
Hitlerian myths and tactics to deal 
with the situation: “ . . . I had watched 
the Boer nation being won over to Ma 
lan by well-tried methods. Malan’s Na- 
tionalists stayed home and studied Na- 
zism while Smuts’s armies were away. 
helping to fight the Fuhrer.” ' 


Perhaps Campbell did not intend a 
parallel, but he has described the Afri- 
can continent in much the same way 
as America might have been described 
one hundred years ago. There is work 
to be done, progress to be made, for- 
tunes to be won, and a fundamental hu- 
man issue to be settled. The atmosphere 
is tense, and a feeling of change is 
everywhere. 


The highly readable “The Heart of 
Africa” is an excellent book. both ene 
tertaining and informative. it is well 
worth the reading time and deserves 
wide attention.

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IT IS THEN that one can lose oneself for brief periods 
of time. A magazine article or a short story can hold the 
attention. The visit of a friend gives comfort. One’s think- 
ing becomes clearer; the haze seems to lift. A long walk 
with the dogs in the country brings a grateful fatigue in- 
suring sleep. The healing process has begun. 

‘ Healing requires patience, it cannot be hurried. Given 
its own time, it will finally close the deepest wound, leaving 
only a bit of scar tissue to show where the hurt was. 

Grief itself is normal. Instead of evading it or deny- 
ing its existence, one should accept it honestly, and give it 
expression. *

JOSHUA LIEBMAN TELLS of the Jewish timetable 
for mourning. “Seek not to comfort thy neighbor while his 
dead still lies before him.” After returning from the burial, 
the mourner was to remain in the house for seven days, 
receiving his friends, lamenting his sorrow, eulogizing the 
deceased, and reading the book of Joh. Deep mourning 
was worn for 30 days. 


The author of “Peace of Mind” points out how psy- 
chologically sound was this program. The Jews made pro- 
vision for the expression of grief, they stimulated it and 
set aside the time for it. Thts was the mourner restored 
to mental health. Grief that is repressed or denied takes 
its revenge in later years in many disguised forms. 

A famous American woman has been told by her physi- 
cian, equally famous, that she will never be well until she 
has wept for the child she lost. Her picture is in the 
paper from time to time, and I wonder when I see it 
whether that stone loveliness has yet found the relief of 
tears. 

“Give sorrow words: the grief that does not speak 

Whispers the o’er-fraught heart and bids it speak.”

Do's. and Don'ts

OYS alone, nor any amount of material advantages, 
T are not—as most of you realize—enough to insure hap- 

piness for your child. Most of you have seen totally 
uncreative children, surrounded by an abundance of things 
to play with, still whining fretfully that they have nothing 
to do. Others, more creative, can always keep themselves 
happy and busy regardless of how much or how little 
physical equipment is available. 


Though there are many different ways of expressing 
creativity, ont of the most enriching for the growing child 
is the whole field of artistic expression. Most children, 
even these with only a moderate endowment of artistic 
ability, can enjoy themselves in artistic expression, and can 
grow as they express themselves—if they are provided with 
even a minimum of necessary equipment, and if they are 
not too much inhibited by some adult who is trying to get 
them to draw or paint a “pretty” or “accurate” picture. 
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SOME OF THE THINGS which you can do effectively 
to help your child enjoy his own artistic expression and 
to grow through it, and some of the things which you 
should avoid doing, are listed very succinctly in Viktor 
Lowenfeld’s excellent book, “Your Child and His Art” 
(Macmillan, 1954). ‘ 


Here are some of Lowenfeld’s more interestings Do's 
and Don'ts. We suspect that after reading them you will 
be eager for the greater detail which you will find in this 
attractive and excellently illustrated publication. (However, 
remember that not all children are equally creative or re- 
sponsive to even the best Do’s in the world). 

Do’s for Parents: 

“Do appreciate it if the child has succeeded in ex- 
pressing his experience. 

“Do realize that ‘wrong’ proportions most often ex- 
press an experience. 

“Do learn that your child's feeling toward his art is 
different from yours. 

“Do provide your child with some space where he 
can work. 

“Do let the child develop his own technique by ex- 
perimentation.” A

PERHAPS EVEN MORE IMPORTANT are some of 
the Don'ts: 

“Don't ‘correct’ or ‘help’ the child in his work by 
imposing your personality. 

“Don’t regard the final product as significant. 

_ “Don’t expose the child to coloring books or patterns 
which make him insensitive. 

“Don’t correct wrong proportions. 

“Don’t expect your echild’s art always to be pleasing. 

“Don’t ‘compare your children’s art. 

“Don’t encouragé contests which use prizes and 
wards as stimulation. ¢ 

“Don't impose your standards upon the child's stand- 
ards when you work with him. 

‘Don't show your child ‘how to paint.’”

Wife of Maine's Governor-Elect to Move From Cottage to Mansion

WATERVILLE. Maine, 
‘ Oct. 12 (INS). 
HE youngest “first lady” in 
T the land is a pretty 27-year- 
old brunette named Jane 
ng ¢ Muskie. 

She's the wife of Maine's 
Democratic governor-elect, 33- 
year-old Edmund S. Muskie, and 
her title becomes official the 
minute her tall, handsome hus- 
band takes the oath of office 
on Jan. 3, 1955. 

By that time, Mrs. Muskie 
may be used to the idea of mov- 
ing from her simple yellow clap- 
board house in Waterville to the 
27-room Governor's mansion in 
Augusta. 

But today, the slim young 
woman who was voted “prettiest 
girl in the graduating class” by 
Waterville High School in 1945 
admits she’s still stunned by her 
husband's élection as Maine's 
first Democratic Governor in 
20 years. ’ 

“We thought the _ election 
would be close,” she said, “but 
we didn’t think we'd win. Why, 
we spent the summer building 
two @xtra rooms into our attic!” 

And the Muskies did the 
“building” themselves—the six- 
foot-four governor-elect acting 
as carpenter, and his five-foot- 
five, size 13 wife doing the 
painting. 

After seven years of marriage, 
the couple most Maine residents 
know as “Ed and Jane” felt they 
needed more than a four-room 
Cape Cod house to live com- 
fortably with their growing 
children, Stephen, 5%, and 
Ellen, 4. 

“We were going to do over the 
downstairs and make a dining 
reom this fall—but it looks as if 
we won't have the time,” Mrs. 
Muskie smiled. 

Instead, the Muskies will be 
using two dining rooms in Blaine 
Mansion — the formal dining 
room, and the family dining 
room. Instead of four rooms and 
an expansion attic, they will 
have four bedrooms and two 
studies on the second floor of 
the gubernatorial mansion for 
their private use. 

“They will also have three 
servants and a cook, as provided 
by the Governor's budget. 

“I’ve never had a servant be- 
fore,” said the future Governor’s 
lady. “In fact, I’ve never been 
in the Governor’s mansion!”

Muskie, 
son ofa retired tailor who came 
to the United States from Poland, 
was born in Rumford, Maine, 
but moved to Waterville soon 
after World War II. 

He hung out his shingle after 
acquiring a college degree, a 
Phi Beta Kappa key, and a year’s 
experience as a high school 
teacher. Wartime service as a 
Navy lieutenant on destroyer 
duty in the Pacific interrupted 


his law career, and in 1946 Mus- 
kie began his political rise with 
election to the Maine Legisla- 
ture. 

In 1947, he lost out in a bid 
to become mayor of Waterville, 
but was re-elected to the Legis- 
lature in 1948 and kept climbing 
in‘ Democratic party ranks. 

Then, only 18 months ago, 
near-tragedy threatened Mus- 
kie’s rise. The lanky attorney 
was doing carpentry work on 
the same second story of the 
house that he finished this sum- 
mer when he fell and broke his 
back. From months of hospital 
care and months of wearing a 
brace, Muskie made a spectacu- 
lar comeback. 

He covered 20,000 miles in 
five months of campaigning after 
the Democrats made him their 
candidate for Governor. He told 
the people: “Maine needs a 
change.” 


And Muskie’s victory, which 
set seasoned politicians back on 
their heels, changed things for

The Door ‘Ajar.’

HAT do today’s teen-agers 

think of themselves? And 

what do they think of their 
elders? 

Here are some of the answers: 

They like to be known as 
“rugged individualists.” They 
want amusement, but they aren’t 
just party-goers.

They want more adult 
leaders who will take an interest 
in them. They enjoy quiet talks 
with their families. . 

They want to have their opin- 
ions respected.

And, “just so you treat us as 
human beings, we don’t care 
what name you tack on us.” 

We sat in on a panel discus- 
sion the other day as delegates 
to the National Recreation As- 
sociation’s Thirty-sixth national 
congress fired questions at the 
teen-agers themselves. Five 

g people, with their leader, 
irgil Border, central regional 
director of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews, 
supplied the answers. 

On the panel were Wendell

“Don’t overlook the quieter 
activities,” she said. ““We like to 
talk with our families. To dis- 
cuss family problems gives us a 
close feeling of unity. We be- 
lieve that the ability to co-oper- 
ate with members of the family 
and the chance to develop lead- 
ership at home helps us in later 
life.” .

However, a forcing pass over 
five hearts would have been 
more sensible than the actual 
double. At worst, West would 
have bid five spades; at best, he 
might have risked a six-club bid. 

It is also fair to point out that 
North’s redouble of five hearts 
was scarcely astute. The oppo- 
nents migth easily have been 
spurred to a successful] takeout, 
and then North would have had 
to save at the six-level, or con- 
cede a game if not a slam. 

On defense against the actual 
redoubled heart contract, West 
thought for a long time, then 
selected the diamond queen. 
Dummy won and a low trump 
was led. East, in with the blank 
ace, laid down the ace of spades. 
He stared fixedly at the deuce
